.Nouqm and Adjective*. 

Many will remember that some years 
ago there went on a violent contro¬ 
versy about tbe word tireless. Tbe 
discovery bad been made that “less'' 
was a suffix which could property be 
appended only to nouns; hence tbe 
form must be discarded, and we must 
all take pains to say untiring. Tbe 
duty of so doing was preached from 
scores of professional and newspaper 
pulpits. No one seemed to think or 
care for the various other adjectives 
similarly formed and therefore liable 
to the similar censure which they 
never received. Hostility was direct¬ 
ed against It alone. The actual flaw 
which vitiated the arguj^Mite against 
tireless its censors nevetiwiew or took 
into consideration. This was that the 
fancied rule covering the creation of 
such words had practically long ceased 
to be operative whenever a uew forma 
tion struck tbe sense of the users of 
language as being desirable. 

Unquestionably In our earliest speech 
the suffix “less’’ when employed to 
form adjectives Was Joined only with 
nouns. But the general sloughing off 
of nominal and verbal endings which 
went on in later centuries reduced a 
great proportion of substantives and 
verbs in the speech to precise l y the 
same form. In consequence the sense 
of any fundamental distinction be¬ 
tween the two broke down in many 
ways—in one way in particular. There 
is nothing easier in our speech than to 
convert a verb into a noun or a noun 
Into a verb. It is a process which has 
taken place constantly In tbe past and 
to liable to take place at any time in 
the future, either at the will or the 
whim of the writer or speaker.— 
Thomas K. Lounsbury in Harper’s.

The town clerkship Is an offloe tbat 
ban grown in Import tee* of -at* years, 
and tbs position now ranks wltb tbat of 
olty oietk. tbe most Important In mun- 
localities of that class. Tbe position Is 
not; alone clerical. 

Tbe Town Council meets one evening 
every two weoks. In tbe Interval tbe 
Council to represented by tbe Clerk. 
Nearly ail matters tbat are submitted to 
tbe Council first pane through bto baDds 
am. In many cases be Is obliged to act 
in a semi-executive capacity. Some 
people Lhltk tbat tbe olerk takes too 
much executive power on himself, but 
such oploloos are due to lack of know¬ 
ledge or appreciation of tbe situatlob lo 
which tbs clerk to placed. Tbe chief 
executive of tbe town sad tbs sub-com¬ 
mittee eh air men of the Council oanaot 
devote much of tbelr private business 
time to public business, and they often 
rely on the clerk to transact matters for 
them. 

In addition to being semi-executive 

tbs clerk’s offloe le seml-lsgsl. Tbs 
present olerk bas s private tow library 
of books treating on municipal affairs 
Tbe clerk must be familiar with tbe 
statutes governing municipalities and 
must have ability to internet them. 
Tbe town’s business correspondence, 
wblcb le both extensive and important, 
is entrusted to tbe clerk, and in this 
particular Hue all former members of 
tbe Oouoctl bave praised the work of 
Mr. Joboeon. 

The movement for a change in the 
clei ksbip doee Dot appear to be based 
on good grounde. It Is evident that tbe 
leaders of a powerful political factlou 
tbat bas lately arisen ate out for all tbe 
paying offices In sight and have fixed 
tbelr eyes on tbe town clerkship for one 
of tbelr number. It raiebt be good pol¬ 
icy to administer a rebuke to an over¬ 
grown ambltioo.
